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How much time does an architect in private practice spend 
getting in work? Not only must there be enough work for 
his office at a given moment but the succession of work must 
be reasonably assured. And some way must be found of 
spacing it out so that there will be neither too much nor too 
little to do in six months’ time. 

Some clients are prepared to delay things a bit: others are 
ina hurry. Some jobs are scarcely worth doing but may well 
lead to better things. Others, such as local authority housing, 
are worth doing but are miserably paid. Spurred by carping 
bank managers, and by no means encouraged by income tax 
regulations, the problem of enough work is a tough one for 
the private practitioner generally. 

The older established practices are perhaps less bothered 
about continuity. They have satisfied clients with friends and 
relatives who tend to turn up at fairly regular intervals, like 
comets in their courses; then there are the practitioners who 
aim at a varied succession of small and medium-sized jobs 
rather than one or two major ones. 

Newcomers to the game, however, often find themselves 
either suddenly flooded with work but cannot find enough 
assistants, or they are at wits’ end and without work after 
trying all the various methods of wooing clients. 

The Danes seem to have found a solution. It may be an 
illusion, but to the visitor to Denmark every architect seems 
to have one or two jobs a year on which he lavishes his whole 
being. 

The ideal is, perhaps, the small office with direct and intimate 
contact between architect and client and with sufficient 
strength of mind not to take on too much work, and to be 
frankly choosy. And this may well be the answer, although 
we know that many private architects believe to refuse work 
leads to extinction. On the other hand, there may be a few 
very successful firms who grow too big for their own liking. 
Possibly the much-sought-after architect can counter this by 
charging higher fees. 

Another difficulty is to avoid being labelled as a specialist. 
Once become known as a schools man or a housing man and 
it seems very difficult to escape. 

Perhaps when the RIBA have more evidence on the dis- 
tribution of work and have completed more surveys of the 
kind reported in last week’s issue, it will be able to issue to 
every newly-qualified man a booklet of notes on how to set 
about acquiring a practice.

In the old days the Registrar of ARCUK was something 
of a bogeyman. He only seemed to crop up in our lives 
when we had forgotten about our registration fee and the 
first intimation of anything wrong was a rather too-firmly 
worded note threatening immediate removal from the 
register. The Registration Act was designed to look after 
our interests as well as to safeguard the public, but since 
the only communications one ever received were inclined 
to be rude ones, ARCUK made one think of NK vp. 

Things are politer now, but ARCUK, we hope, is just 
as vigilant. According to the RIBA Journal, it has been 
discovered that no fewer than 700 members of the RIBA 
are not on the register. This means that if they call them- 
selves ‘architect’ they are liable to prosecution. Member- 
ship of the RIBA is not enough. To satisfy the Acts you 
must be on the register. The official wording says that it 
is an offence for any unregistered person, whether PF, A 
or L, to practise or carry on business ‘under any name 
style or title containing the word “architect”. It is speci- 
fically provided that ‘a person shall not (for the purposes 
of the Acts) be treated as not practising by reason only 
that he is in employment of another person’. 

What happens if you describe yourself as an Associate 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects? Is that an 
offence if you are not on the register? Anyway, those 700 
backsliders are advised to jump on the register as soon as 
possible. The announcement, however, makes no mention 
of a moratorium on years of unpaid retention fees, so 
look out! 


TDA on show 


The Timber Development Association held a number of 
open days at its research laboratories at Tylers Green, near 
High Wycombe, last week. At first sight it is not a par- 
ticularly prepossessing establishment, for it shares a site 
with a somewhat haphazardly developed commercial wood- 
working factory. Once inside one of its scattered buildings, 
however, the impression changes rapidly to one of 
admiration. 

Visitors were shown work in progress on many different 
aspects of timber technology. Among the most interesting 
was the work on the development of hyperbolic paraboloid 
shell roofs and the construction, in progress, of a new 
laboratory for testing shell roofs. The roof of this building 
is to consist of three SOft span conoid shells spanning 
between glued laminated tied arches and shaped edge 
beams. 

Vertical supports will consist of eight box columns fitting, 
as sleeves, over concrete stubs at the footings and tapered 
to support the edge beams and arches at an eaves height 
of 14ft. Canadian timbers are being used throughout this 
project, the British Columbia Lumber Manufacturers having 
made a special grant to enable the work to be carried out. 

The TDA is making three short films for showing to 
visitors. Subjects to be covered are recent timber develop- 
ments, testing hardwoods in structural sizes, and glue 
lamination manufacturing techniques. The first film, though 
not in fact finished, was shown to visitors last week. 
I thought that the presentation and subject matter were 
excellent, but that the commentary was too crowded and 
rushed. | hope that the association will have second 
thoughts about it. Although the films are primarily in- 
tended for showing at Tylers Green, they would form an 
admirable background for discussion. I hope, therefore, 
that they will be available to borrowers. 

Not the least important part of the TDA service is its 
information service, which deals with getting on for 10,000 
inquiries a year. The largest individual inquirers are 
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architects, engineers, builders and farmers. The advisory 
service is free, but there is also a design service which 
operates on the basis of a fee agreed beforehand. 

There is no doubt that the TDA is among the most 
lively of our trade associations. It is largely through its 
work that this country leads the world in the develop- 
ment of the timber shell roof. 


Parking meters in Bloomsbury 

The parking meter, like the Street Offences Act, is keeping 
them off the streets. Cars, however, cannot join clubs or 
go underground at the wave of a hand. The all-day parker 
is being hounded from area to area. Soon, it seems, he will 
not be able even to leave his car outside his own front 
door, and what then? To those who always use public 
transport, the outcome is most satisfactory. The streets are 
freer and one can see the buildings again. This is particu- 
larly noticeable in Bedford Square, where the number of 
cars allowed to park has been drastically reduced. Much 
as one dislikes the horrid little posts themselves, and all 
the notices and other paraphernalia which go with them, 
the general effect on streets and architecture is admirable. 
One can now see even the horrible green that the Bedford 
Estate has used on the railings round the central garden 
in the square. 


Those best-dressed men again 


They say that the whole building industry has become 
more dress-conscious since the director of the NFBTE was 
awarded a prize for being one of the country’s best-dressed 
men earlier this year. All the same, it has still a long way 
to go according to the Wholesale Clothing Manufacturers’ 
Federation. Of the 12 sections of the community considered, 
politicians come first, master builders ninth and architects 
eleventh. In the previous two years architects were fifth 
and eighth. Farmers, not previously judged, were 12th this 
year. Architects are, it appears, worse dressed than bankers, 
actors, lawyers, accountants, doctors and dentists, hoteliers 
and publicans, journalists—including TV newscasters—and 
civil servants. This is a scandal. The ripa should do 
something about it. Perhaps they could issue each newly- 
qualified architect with a decent suit, or set up a dry- 
cleaning service or something. However, things might be 
worse. How awful it would have been if we had come 
out top. 


Sir Charles Barry exhibition 

To mark the centenary of the death of Sir Charles Barry, 
the RIBA has organized an exhibition of original drawings 
taken from the library collection. It is a fascinating display. 
Apart from many wonderful drawings and sketches for 
the Houses of Parliament, there are many pictures of 
hardly less astonishing but much less well-known works. 
Barry's competition drawing for the Government offices in 
Whitehall is one of them. 

As always in such exhibitions it is, however, the personal 
relics which hold the attention most. Here, in the form of 
travel sketch books, they are rich indeed. Foreign travel 
was more leisurely a hundred or so years ago, but even 
so, the time and care taken in recording what was seen 
seems to have been prodigious. No doubt the old boys 
had to look very closely, since their eye was their only 
camera. 

Barry did a vast amount of sketching in the office and, 
thanks to the devotion of two of his assistants, a great 
number of these sketches have been preserved. James 
Murray, who worked for him for eight years, not only 
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filled three folio volumes with his tracings from Barry’s, 
but made up a scrapbook of Barry’s sketches which he 
tore from larger sheets, trimmed and pasted up. The 
tracings are now a valuable record since many of the 
originals have been lost. These volumes were presented to 
the RIBA in 1935 by the Murray family. A second scrap- 
book of sketches, which is here exhibited for the first time, 
was recently presented to the RIBA by Miss Moulton 
Barrett, whose ancestor, Octavius Barrett (brother of 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning) also worked in Barry’s office. 
An even larger scrapbook dealing with the Houses of 
Parliament was presented at the same time by Miss 
Moulton Barrett to the House of Lords library. | wonder 
how many assistants today collect their employers’ sketches. 
Perhaps they are not worth collecting. 


Those TV aerials 


My pictures show standardized forms of television aerial 
being fitted to new houses at Harlow. | am puzzled by this 
aerial business. Is a communal system really not possible? 
Does it fail for technical reasons or is it not used on 
grounds of cost? | would have thought that it was worth 
spending money to be without this fringe of ugly ironwork. 
Much as I dislike seeing TV aerials on buildings I think 
that Sunderland’s decision to ban them altogether on a 
new housing estate is going rather far. | wonder how long 
it will be before radio and TV are piped to each dwelling 
as a service and as a matter of course. 


Business efficiency 


Architects are popularly supposed to be the most inefficient 
of businessmen. No doubt this is a dangerous generaliza- 
tion, but I was not surprised at the complete absence of 
architects when I visited the Business Efficiency Exhibition 
at Olympia last week. The exhibition was remarkable for 
two things, first, the large number of earnest people 
crowding round almost every piece of equipment, and 
secondly, the huge areas of many of the stands, which 
were on the whole admirably arranged. 

The whole show was very well designed, with standard 
shell stands complete with canopies, and a canopy at 
higher level over all gangways. This partially hid the great 
vault of the Grand Hall and gave a feeling of compact- 
ness to the layout. 

I found myself quite out of my depth, for, apart from 
filing systems, typewriters and copying machines, of which 
there seemed an endless number, I could neither recognize 
nor understand the bulk of the fascinating and very 
expensive-looking machinery on show. Most of the 
machines were good to look at and the office furniture 
exhibited was a great improvement on the general run of 
this type of thing of five years ago. 

I must confess, however, that I found the new machines 
very depressing, mainly because of their colossal capacity 
for churning out paper. I felt, too, that my office must be 
desperately inefficient if it did not seem to need, apparently, 
a single one of those mighty buzzing and clicking electronic 
memory punch-card pay-roll stock-keeping copy distillers. 

The only research | did at the exhibition was to ask 
five firms showing carbon paper and stencils, filing systems, 
files and file covers whether they could supply their goods 
in the International A series of sizes. Three admitted that 
they had never heard of the series, one pretended that he 
had, and one said that he had heard of it and would, of 
course, make anything to order. British Standards Institution 
please note.

Building matters 1V 


This programme seems to me to be getting along well. 
Last week Gontran Goulden and Peter Trench were the 
guests. Goulden spoke of a new factory for prefabricating 
flats which is in production in Rotterdam, and Trench, 
newly back from the United States, gave some interesting 
facts about the American building industry. The curious 
impression I got from the programme was that, in the 
instances given, the Americans seemed to be moving away 
from the industrialization of building, while the Dutch 
were moving into it. Trench described a nine-storey block 
of flats being built of in situ concrete which was delivered 
ready-mixed and taken up in a hoist where it was hand- 
barrowed to the forms. In Goulden’s piece the whole 
process seemed to be, as it were, “untouched by hand’. 


Architecture in the Daily Telegraph

Outlook for the building industry 


The National Federation of Building Trades Employers 
has made estimates of the likely load upon the construction 
industry in Great Britain in each of the four quarters of 
1961, together with estimates of the demand which such a 
load is likely to generate for some of the major building 
materials, particularly bricks, plaster and plasterboard, and 
cement. 


Housing.—The decline in the local authority housing 
programme is expected to continue. This should, in the 
absence of acute difficulties arising in regard to land mort- 
gage and building finance, be offset by a corresponding 
increase in private housebuilding for sale; in which case 
the average number of houses started in 196! will be 
approximately the same as in 1960. 


The public sector, other than housing.—The Govern- 
ment has intimated that, during the financial year 1961-62. 
capital expenditure in the public sector is to be held at the 
level of the programme for 1960-61. In practice this may 
prove difficult to achieve and, in any case, individual pro- 
grammes are likely to vary. Thus it is fairly certain that 
educational and road building will increase, while work 
on such projects as power stations and civic buildings may 
decline, at least temporarily. On balance, it seems likely 
that a small overall increase in the volume of work started 
may be expected in this sector. 


The private sector, other than housing.—l\t is anticipated 
that, for most sectors of industry and commerce, trade will 
continue buoyant throughout 1961. According to the Board 
of Trade, business men are now planning to spend about 
12 per cent more on fixed capital in 1961 than in 1960; 
if this is so, it is reasonable to assume a proportionate 
increase in volume of building work planned for 1961. On 
the other hand, the evidence suggests that the expected 
investment is largely concentrated on a few heavy-spending 
industries like iron and steel and motor vehicles, and if any 
one of these ran into difficulties, the figure of |2 per cent 
might be reduced appreciably. 


Labour supply.—The building labour force during 1960 
has been, to all intents and purposes, fully employed, and 
any increase in work done in 1961 will depend almost 
entirely upon increased output per man resulting from. for 
example, improved organization, rather than upon additions 
to the total force. 


Credit restrictions.—Since a large amount of work to be 
carried out in 1961 will have already passed the drawing 
stage, it seems unlikely that any change in the Govern- 
ment’s credit policy at this stage will seriously influence 
the position one way or the other. In respect of building 
finance, the latest quarterly classification of bank advances 
shows that advances to builders and contractors have 
increased by almost 50 per cent in the last 12 months, despite 
the credit squeeze. 


Maintenance work.—It is not anticipated that the level 
of maintenance work will vary appreciably from that of 
1960. At present it is receiving a stimulus from the lifting 
of rent restrictions and from other legislation. 

This analysis suggests that whereas the overall! housing 
programme will vary little between 1960 and 1961, there 
will be some increase in the total demand on the industry 
arising from increased demand in the non-housing sector, 
notably industrial and commercial building. lt seems likely, 
however, that this increase will be limited to 2 or 3 per cent, 
and that output-per-man will rise by a similar amount. 


Materials required —For the purpose of forecasting the 
demand for materials during 1961 it has been assumed 
that the load on the industry will increase by 2 or 3 per cent. 
Other factors taken into account for individual materials 
include the heavier demand for cement for the road pro- 
gramme, the tendency to substitute concrete for clay tiles 
and the use of aggregate for concreting sand 

The National Council of Building Materials Producers 
is reasonably confident that the estimated requirements as 
set out will, in general, be met. It is pointed out, however, 
that the output of bricks in 1960 has been somewhat 
disappointing, and that it is possible that the 1961 building 
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season will begin with the manufacturers holding very 
small stocks, particularly if there is another mild winter. 

According to the Ministry of Works, overall brick stocks 
at the end of July, 1960, had sunk to about three to four 
days supply and there is also an acute shortage of labour 
in the brickyards, It is again stressed that the position would 
be eased if more use were made of local bricks.

Opening a new brickworks in County Durham last week, 
the Minister of Works, Lord John Hope, said that up to 
the end of August brick production was 4,819 million and 
deliveries were 4,839 million. Both these figures were post- 
war records, but there had nevertheless been complaints of 
shortage. The north-east of England had been an importer 
of bricks for many years. The opening of a new brickworks 
here which would produce 450,000 bricks a week was there- 
fore a ‘red letter’ day for a Minister of Works. 

‘l am sure that it is no less a “red letter” day for the local 
authorities in the north-east,” he said, ‘not only because 
bricks are of such importance to their housing programmes 
but also because it will give some additional employment 
in an area where this is needed. And I can add with some 
confidence that the future is no less encouraging than the 
present.” 


Face-lift for the West End 


Schemes costing several million pounds for the redevelop- 
ment of part of the West End of London are being con- 
sidered by the Lcc planning committee. 

Chapman Taylor and Partners have submitted plans for 
a new theatre, a rebuilt Arts Theatre and a 30-storey tower 
block of flats, offices and shops on an area covering about 
three-and-a-half acres, with frontages on Shaftesbury 
Avenue, Charing Cross Road, Littlke Newport Street, Great 
Newport Street, Cranbourn Street and Newport Court.

Work will begin early in the new year and is expected 
to take two or three years. The cost is expected to be in the 
region of £100,000. 


Garage space in new development 

That much more attention should be given to providing 
garage space in new development was emphasized by Sir 
Harold Banwell, secretary of the Association of Municipal 
Corporations, at a press conference last week. Sir Harold

house. Despite the shortage of garage space, however, not 
all garages were used to capacity. He felt that motorists 
would eventually be forced to use them. 

The town planning committee of the AMc reported that 
representations had been made to the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government about the need to bring portable 
garages under planning control. The Minister had stated 
that he did not think portable shelters or covers were 
subject to such control, but he would be glad to be kept 
informed of local authority experience in this matter. 


Builders clerks’ dinner 

Speaking at the annual dinner of the Builders Clerks’ 
Benevolent Institution in London recently, Mr. F. R. 
Leadsom, the president, said: “I am indeed grateful to all 
of you here this evening, and to many others who are not 
present, for your very generous response to my appeal 
for funds for the Institution. Without these we could not 
carry on. There is a vast gap between the necessarily rigid 
application of a state welfare scheme and the humane 
approach to individual needs and circumstances.

Robert R. Prentice 


Mr. Robert Russell Prentice, FRIBA, who died recently at 
Eastbourne, would have been 77 this month, He retired in 
1952 after many years of private practice in South 
America. He was born in Burntisland, Fife, the youngest 
son of George Prentice. Educated at Highgate School he 
served his articles with Sir George Washington Browne, 
RSA, in Edinburgh and then went for two years to the Ecole 
Des Beaux Arts in Paris. From 1907-10 he worked as a 
draughtsman in the office of Mewes and Davis and then 
went to the Argentine where he joined the staff of L. Faure 
Dujarric in Buenos Aires. They practised in partnership 
for a number of years. During the first world war Mr. 
Prentice served as a technical officer with the RFC and Rar. 
Returning to Buenos Aires, he practised at first alone and 
later in partnership with A. Spandri. In 1922 he moved to 
Rio de Janeiro where he remained until he retired. 

Mr. Prentice was responsible for many important build- 
ings in Rio de Janeiro, including the British Embassy, the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the Leopoidina railway 
station. He also designed the Central Cordoba railway 
station in Buenos Aires, many blocks of offices and flats 
and several private houses.

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London Zoo proposals

IN May this year Mr. Jack Cotton 
made a gift of £250,000 to the Zoo- 
logical Society of London—by far the 
largest the society had received since 
its foundation in 1829. It was 
announced that the money would be 
spent on the redevelopment of the 
canal banks and the western section 
of the middle gardens ; that is, the area 
between the Outer Circle and the 
canal (see photograph of model). 

The landscaping of the area, includ- 
ing the terracing and the design of the 
animal quarters on the canal banks 
has been undertaken by Peter Shep- 
heard, of Bridgwater and Shepheard ; 
the reconstruction of the giraffe house 
by the society’s architect, F. A. P. 
Stengelhofen ; and Sir Hugh Casson, 
Neville Conder & Partners have 
designed the new bridge which will be 
built across the canal. 

Work is scheduled to begin almost 
immediately, the first stage being the 
complete renovation of the giraffe 
house and the rebuilding of the two 
existing wings. Designed by Decimus 
Burton, the giraffe house was built in 
1836. It is one of the original houses 
of the zoo and is scheduled as a build- 
ing of historic and architectural impor- 
tance. While the accommodation for 
the animals will be improved and 
modernized, the external architecture 
will be retained. The wings of the 
giraffe house, which have to be com- 
pletely rebuilt, and two new animal 
quarters for zebras, yaks and bison, 
which will be included in this group, 
will be stylistically in keeping. A com- 
pletely new feature will be the moated 
paddocks which will surround the 
buildings, so that visitors will see 
giraffes, okapis, yaks, bison and camels 
with no fence or bars between them- 
selves and the animals (see sketches). 

Houses for deer and antelopes will 
be built along the south bank of the 
canal, and the eastern part of the north 
bank. The first to be completed will be 
those immediately below the girafte 
house. These houses will be built 
partially under the walk which runs 
along the top of the canal banks and 
partially projecting on to the canal 
paddocks. The new arrangements will 
enable visitors to get a good view of 
the animals in both summer and 
winter. The high boundary fences 
along the canal will be demolished and 
for the first time in the history of the 
zoo, the canal will be included in the 
general landscaping of the gardens. 

Later this autumn the new concrete 
bridge (see model) will be started. This 
will greatly improve the access from 
the north gardens to the main gardens. 
It is hoped that the bridge, the giraffe 
house, the new animal quarters for the 
larger antelopes and the western 
section of the south canal bank will be 
completed by the autumn of 1961.

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Town expansion ‘we!l established’ 


Town expansion was at last getting under way, said Dame 
Evelyn Sharp, Permanent Secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government, when she opened a four- 
day exhibition called Moving from London at County Hall 
last week. 

Dame Evelyn said town expansion under the Town 
Development Act had proved a difficult child to rear, but 
was now well established. In the seven towns where a start 
had been made, 5,000 houses had already been built and 
2.000 more were under construction. Plans provided for 
20,000 houses in all. 

At least three more towns had definite schemes and 
others were considering the scheme. The three towns had 
plans for a further 10,000 houses, making 30,000 in all that 
would relieve London congestion. A recent census showed 
that over 90 per cent of the 5,000 houses already built had 
been taken by Londoners and a substantial majority had 
gone to peopie on the housing lists. 

Dame Evelyn said authorities concerned with getting 
employment to the expanded towns had been astonishingly 
successful. Some 51 factories had been built and another 
17 were in course of construction. It was difficult to per- 
suade employers to move out, but was enormously worth-

Housing ‘subsidies 


From 1955 onwards the Government has made strenuous 
and continuing efforts to reduce the amount of Exchequer 
subsidies payable on local authority housing, except where 
such payments were clearly necessary. In late 1959 and 
early 1960 it became clear that serious efforts were called 
for to reduce unemployment and under-employment in 
certain areas of the country. This realization led to the 
introduction of the Bill which subsequently became the 
Local Employment Act, 1960, which is aimed at encourag- 
ing the move of sources of employment to areas where 
persistent unemployment occurs, Among the measures to 
achieve this, it is plainly important to make special pro- 
vision for housing key workers needed by industries which 
can be induced to come to development districts 

When the Bill was passing through Parliament, the 
Government announced that where new houses were pro- 
vided by a housing association or a local authority to assist 
such moves of industry, then subsidies would be available. 
No special provision was to be found in the Bill to this end 
as existing arrangements were regarded as sutfliciently 
flexible to allow these subsidies to be paid in appropriate 
cases. 

The Ministry of Housing and Local Government have 
now prepared Circular 44/60 to give the housing associa- 
tions and local authorities guidance on the administrative 
aspects of the matter. 

The circular points out that under section 3(2)(d) of the 
Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 1958, the Minister is 
empowered to pay subsidies for dwellings provided to meet 
the urgent needs of industry in ‘special circumstances’. As 
was observed in an earlier circular (33/56) the Minister 
told the House of Commons that: “There may .. . be 
industrial projects where expansion might be sufficiently 
important and exceptional to make them eligible for con- 
sideration under these provisions .. . The kind of cases I 
have in mind is where the need for more houses arises from 
a major new development which is essential in the national 
interest and which must be carried out in an area where 
the local authority has only a small pool of existing houses, 
or for other reasons could not reasonably be expected to 
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while, as had been demonstrated in the new towns, at the 
doors of which industrialists were now clamouring to be 
let in. 

The exhibition will be seen in other parts of London in 
the near future.

benefit of this higher subsidy.’ 

The procedure now envisaged ts that the firm or busi- 
ness which will need houses for incoming workers and 
which is moving to a development district should obtain 
from the Regional Controller of the Board of Trade a 
certificate of such need. This should be passed to the local 
authority concerned who, if they propose to build the 
necessary new dwellings and desire to claim the subsidy, 
will then make application to the Ministry for it. “This appli- 
cation should describe briefly the council's proposals and 
must be supported by the Board of Trade certificate. 

‘Where a firm or business eligible for assistance under 
the Local Employment Act does not produce this certifi- 
cate and has not been in touch with the Board of Trade 
on the subject already, it should be advised to make such 
an approach.’ 

The Ministry remark that approval will be given to such 
applications on condition that the council concerned under- 
take, for a period of 10 years, to reserve a number of 
houses or flats equal to the number for which the special 
subsidy (of £24 a year for 60 years) is payable for 
employees who have been recruited from outside the local 
authority’s area for the industrial concern for whom the 
houses have been specially provided. However, the new 
dwellings themselves need not be occupied by the incoming 
workers so long as the local authority makes an equivalent 
number of houses available to the newcomers. 

Such applications should be made at the same time as 
authorities submit to the Ministry a tender or estimate for 
the dwellings in question, together with the statement 
required by the Memorandum to Circular 24/50. 

Local authorities who receive such subsidies will be 
required to keep registers of the new dwellings so provided 
and the appropriate information to be included is set out 
in appendix VI to Circular 33 / 56. 

Those housing authorities who are likely to be concerned 
with housing key workers for firms who receive loans or 
grants to move into development districts or who move in 
normally would be well advised to remind themselves of 
the detailed provisions of Circular 33/56 before consider- 
ing the terms of the new circular. 
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Extracts from a paper read last week 
at the RICS by A. L. Strachan, BSc, FRICS 


THe first half of this century has seen a growing demand for 
higher standards of housing accommodation, and the principles 
of garden-city development as exemplified by Welwyn and 
Letchworth, coupled with the desire of people to get away 
from the congestion of urban centres, lead to conceptions of 
open planning, to the lowest residential densities compatible 
with developed site costs, and to the building of semi-detached 
estates of two-storey houses in the inter-war years. Indeed, 
the new towns themselves reflected these ideas, and although 
in recent years efforts have been made to raise residential 
densities and to achieve the closer sense of urbanity which is 
found in the older towns, the new developments still show a 
preponderance of two-storey buildings developed on fairly 
open lines. 

What is it that is causing this pattern to change? It is easy 
to say that the growth of population coupled with the need to 
preserve agricultural land and place a limit to the growth of 
urban development has produced a scarcity of land which has 
caused developers to think more in terms of higher densities 
with multi-storey buildings and high flats. This is not the whole 
story, however. 

Increased prosperity has resulted in the expansion of com- 
merce and industry, and there is demand for more and more 
labour, but in spite of the increase in car ownership and 
improvements in other methods of travel, it is still necessary 
for the average family to live within reasonable distance of 

ace of work and school. Hence the preservation of green 

Its is not the sole reason for living pressure within the large 
urban developments. 

With all this there begins to emerge an acceptance of more 
concentrated living—not in my view because the average 
person prefers to live closer and closer to his fellow men, but 
because he accepts that there are other matters of equal or 
greater importance. The plot of land which some years ago 
cost £400 now costs £1,000, so the prospective purchaser, whose 
available capital depends upon the amount which the building 
society is prepared to lend, contents himself with a smaller 
plot. The cost of building has risen so that there is an emphasis 
on planning to economize in living space. But these reductions 
in plot size and living space are not only the results of economic 
ag Other tendencies are at work to change the pattern 
of living. 

At the lower end of the social scale, more and more families 

ssess their own motor car. In new towns we started in the 
fate 1940's by providing garages for 14 per cent of houses. 
Now that figure is closer to 50 per cent with space for nearly 
100 per cent. Much of this greater car-owning public possesses 
a secondhand car on which the owner lavishes time and energy 
in his leisure moments and in which he takes his family out 
at weekends. Then there is television. The result is that little 
time is available for the garden. At the higher end of the social 
scale although a large garden may be desirable in itself, it 
requires labour to maintain and this is both difficult and 
expensive to come by, so that taken all in all, the smaller 
arden is perhaps not only accepted as inevitable but even 

ired.

One feature of the post-war world which is having and is 
likely to have an increasing effect on the pattern of living is 
the large number of married women of all classes who have 
a job. She may do this because the addition of her wage to 
the family income is a necessity or because it enables the 
family to run a car, buy a television or have a holiday abroad. 

Whatever the reason, it emphasizes the need for a smaller, 
labour-saving, “easy-to-run’ house. If the wife is away all day, 
the water and space-heating system must be efficient, under- 
floor electric heating or gas central-heating systems have 
obvious advantages over coal; dining-kitchens are very attrac- 
tive, and the convenient placing of the kitchen in relation to 
the dining-room or dining-recess is more than ever essential. 
I think these trends will continue. If I am right and it becomes 
progressively more popular for married women to work, then 
I think we may have to revise our ideas on the size and location 
of neighbourhood shopping centres and instead of locating 
them primarily in residential areas within walking distance of 
the houses they are intended to serve, it may be that there will 
be greater demand for shops nearer places of work, in the 
industrial areas, or in the commercial centres of towns and 
that there will be a continued and greater development of the 
larger self-service store which caters for people who have to 
do their shopping in the minimum of time. 

The great increase in car owners during the last 10 years 
has already had a tremendous impact on Soh the layout of 
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the changing pattern of living 
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housing estates and the design of houses. Garage provision 
at the rate of one car per house for any but low-cost housing 
is already essential and in better class housing space for two is 
desirable in view of what the future may hold. Even in low- 
cost housing, as I have said, garage or parking provision is 
necessary for a much greater proportion of houses and pru- 
dence dictates that space at least should be left to provide 
garage or parking space for 100 per cent car ownership —and 
this while, all the time, there is pressure to increase densities. 

Traffic congestion on residential roads produces more noise, 
fumes, and danger to children and pedestrians. One solution 
to this overall problem which has been developed since its 
introduction into this country for low-cost housing in 1954-55 
and which, I think, will be developed still further in the future, 
is the segregation of pedestrian and wheeled traffic instead of 
the traditional method by which all vehicular access is to the 
front of the house. The principle employed is to provide foot- 
moge access only to the front of the house, all vehicular access 

y trade vehicles being to the rear where private garages are 
sited and where clear naming and numbering is essential. 

The adoption of rear access development will alter the two- 
storey terrace house plan which in low-cost housing of recent 
years has involved the provision of storage space for fuel and 
refuse at the front often resulting in wasteful planning and 
unsightly elevations. By providing service access at the rear 
of the house, storage space for bicycles, garden tools, fuel and 
refuse can be accommodated in a store at the end of the garden 
having a party wall with the garage. 

A further trend in the design of houses, which I think will 
be developed increasingly, is the three-storey terrace house. 

To take a typical three-storey house which has been erected 
at Basildon, within a frontage of 17ft Sin, there is on the 
ground floor a garage, a dining-kitchen, fuel store, dustbin 
cupboard, outside store and w.c. On the first floor there is a 
living-room along the back of the house, a combined bath- 
room and w.c., and a bedroom, while on the top floor there 
are three bedrooms; the whole house containing about 1,100 
sq ft of floor space excluding the garage. 

I have already referred in another context to the impact of 
television. Those of us who have been concerned with the 
management of housing estates and who have had to deal with 
the positioning of outside television aerials and the difficulties 
of maintaining communal aerial systems have been very close 
to this vast change. Quite apart from the possible provision 
of a television room as such, it seems clear to me that the 
family house of the future must have some living space which 
is free from the sight and sounds of the television set—a room 
where a member of the family can read or write in peace and 
where the children can do their homework. 

Some recent plans of speculative development which have 
come before me had an ingenious plan in which by the use 
of folding screens the study, lounge and dining-room could 
all, if need be, be thrown together to make an L-shaped room 
25ft across the width of the house, the overall floor space on 
two floors for a four-bedroom house being only 1,100 sq ft. 
Contrary to what I am advocating, however, it is my 
experience that the traditional double-fronted house with 
entrance porch and entrance hall in the centre, the lounge 
running from front to back on one side of the hall, the dining- 
room and kitchen being sited on the other side of the hall, 
and the staircase rising from the end of the hall via a half land- 
ing to the floor above, is still very popular. 


* * * 


It is within the sphere of central heating that I think some 
of the greatest changes may occur and I think emphasis in the 
future will be on gas and electric central heating systems as 
opposed to solid fuel boilers with radiators. By gas I mean 
gas-fired, selective, space-heating units incorporating warm 
air outlet grilles at skirting levels with thermostatic control; 
and by electric central heating I mean underfloor electric 
heating in the ground floor, thermostatically controlled, with 
electricity taken at the off-peak period. I know that many 
experts have qualms about this and it may be that we have 
insufficient experience of this method of Lesion to form a 
clear judgment. I am sure however that the trend is there. 
In the new town with which I am concerned a speculative 
developer building 300 houses selling for between £2,750 to 
£3,800 has put underfloor electric heating in about 75 per cent 
of the houses. The results support my view. Details of costs over 
a long period are not available but it seems that to maintain 
an internal temperature of 55 deg F during an eight-month 
heating season in a house with just over 1,000 sq ft of floor 
space costs about £35.

King’s College Newcastle extensions 


William Whitfield, architect 


(Raglan Squire and Partners and William Whitfield) 


THE students at King’s College, New- 
castle in the University of Durham 
now number 3,560 and are expected 
to reach 5,000 in the mid-1960’s. The 
existing central catering service at the 
college is in two separate and still 
temporary refectories supplied from a 
totally inadequate kitchen which also 
serves the Union Society’s small 
original refectory and Bun Room. 

In January, 1959, the Council of 
King’s College decided to build a new 
refectory and to enlarge the Union 
building so that the Union Society could 
develop its various activities. The new 
refectory was to be administered by the 
catering sub-committee of the Council 
of King’s and would provide:—{a) 
feeding facilities for students and, tem- 
porarily, staff ; (b) suitable services in 
the evenings at times when the Union 
- was closed; (c) accommodation for 
bar service; (d) coffee lounges; (e) 
supply of snacks and light refresh- 
ments to the Union, if required. It 
was also necessary for the new refec- 


tory to be easily reached from the 
extended Union building. 


The scheme 


The architect was aware of the need 
to draw various departments of the 
college together and to fix them on 
to the central area where the Union 
and refectory building was to be 
situated. It was also thought necessary 
to play down the design of the new 
building in order that it might fill its 
proper place in a total environment 
yet to be designed in detail. It was 
decided, too, not to mutilate the main 
frontage of the present Students’ Union 
building. To ensure this, the height of 
the Union extension and refectory had 
to be limited so that the view of the 
present Union building could be 
enjoyed unaltered from a position to 
south-east where ultimately it would 
be seen from a new quadrangle. 

The design of the new building has 
been conceived as an environment to 
be enjoyed from in and about rather

than as a monument. The building is 
intended to invite exploration rather 
than distant observation. 


Controlling factors 


The controlling factor in the design 
proved to be the new refectory, which 
consists of three main elements: 
kitchen and stores, self-service refec- 
tory for 850 people and waitress-served 


refectory for 300 people. 
Multiplication of serveries and com- 
munication lines was avoided by 


grouping the self-service area together 
with its coffee lounge at one level. 
This took up so much available space 
that neither the kitchen nor the 
waitress-served refectory could be on 
the same floor. Another factor was 
that the site remaining to the Union 
was too small to accommodate the 
dance hall. For these reasons the 
kitchen, dance hall and refectories are 
planned in four levels as one unit. 
For structural reasons it was decided 
to place the dance floor on the top 
floor of the unit. The two refectories 
are below with the kitchen on the 
bottom floor, two levels below the 
point of access, at middle level. Access 
at middle level was considered best 


for the students as they would then present Union building. The levels 
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only have to walk one storey up or 
one storey down to reach the dance 
hall or other refectory respectively. 

It has been possible to create out 
of the first three levels of the refec- 
tories building a terrace which is only 
a few feet above that of College 
Avenue and to place the dance hall 
on it, apparently as an_ isolated 
pavilion. This has enabled the offices 
of the Union Society to ride over and 
be detached from the refectories unit 
without rising above the height of the 
existing building. 

The building of the Union extension 
has been accepted as an opportunity 
for enhancing the collegiate atmos- 
phere, by stressing the conjunction 
of quadrangles at this point. The 
debating chamber of the Union has 
been set astride College Avenue as a 
visual check to the scene at this point, 
and also on the perpendicular axis, as 
a climax to a new pedestrian walk 
which passes between the Union and 
the refectories. This walk is centred 
on the axis of the Great Gateway. 


Structure and materials 


The structure is entirely of reinforced 
concrete except the rear wall of the 


Steps leading to the refectories from College Avenue 
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below the dance hall will be faced 
with pre-cast concrete panels 
vigorously textured with exposed 
aggregate. The dance hall itself in 
contrast will be richly finished by a 
deep band of polished grey granite 
and capped with a pale green copper 
roof. 

The ‘flying wing’ extension of the 
Union, 170ft long, is situated midway 
along the wing on a main beam of 
prestressed concrete. This is situated on 
four concrete columns which are 
spaced 99ft apart and each end of the 
bridge-like structure is cantilevered 
out 35ft. 

The remainder of the building is 
limited to four materials externally, 
exposed aggregate concrete, polished 
granite, copper and glazing. 


Site layout 


Although the building is to be open 
on three sides, the architect has 
limited his proposals to the ‘site’ 
boundary. In this case, virtually a 
building line, and it is hoped that the 
building will be linked to new develop- 
ment to the south-east, thus becoming 
a point of articulation between three 
new quadrangles.

THE new Holborn Central Library in 
Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1, is 
flanked on both sides by party walls of 
existing buildings. 

A controlling feature in the planning 
was a town planning condition limit- 
ing the height of the new building to 
conform with that of the adjoining 
properties, and the shape, size and 
height of the building generally has 
been strictly controlled by the appli- 
cation of the day lighting code. 

At the rear of the building there is 
a minor frontage to John’s Mews 
where Holborn Council own other 
property including an assembly hall. 
One of the most difficult planning 
problems in the consideration of the 
library was the necessity for providing 
access through the library entrance in 
Theobalds Road at any time to this 
assembly hall. 


Planning 


The large entrance hall has illuminated 
display cases on one wall. Opposite, 
it is divided from the interior garden 
in the lending library by a plate glass 
screen. 

From the hall, a staircase leads 
down to the lower ground floor. Here, 
the children’s library has a stock of 
over 5,000 volumes and also contains 
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library at Holborn, London

this room is the built-in aquaria. 
There is a small attractively 
2 decorated theatre for the story-telling 
hours and other special activities

exhibitions. 


Periodicals room 
The periodicals room adjoins the

Entrance hall 
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Display cases in the entrance hall 
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unusual and a determined effort has 
been made to break away from the 
institutional atmosphere often found 
in reading rooms. There are comfort- 
able chairs, tables and special display 
fittings. 

Completing the accommodation on 
the lower ground floor are the strong 
rooms for the Council’s archives, 
where due regard has been given to 
effective temperature, humidity and 
dust control. 


Lending library 

The adult lending library is on the 
ground floor, A gallery houses the fine 
arts, music and literature collections, 
and doubles the shelving capacity of 
the ground floor. Altogether provision 
is made for 45,000 volumes on the

open shelves, with the further 25,000 
in the lower ground floor stack room. 
The control counter is outside the 
main lending library in the circulation 
space leading to the lifts and staircase. 
It incorporates two automatic key 
punches used in the punched card 
changing system for control and 
record of book issues. 

The bookcases were specially 
designed by the Borough Architect 
and incorporate a special type of shelf 
fitting, the first to be installed in a 
public library. 

Each bookcase has its own fluores- 
cent light fitting built-in and the 
fascia board provides the tier-guide. 
These are in raised plastic lettering 
which is used throughout the building. 
The horizontal line is emphasized by 
means of a special white plastic fitting 
which also includes the shelf subject 
guide. 

Easy chairs and low tables are pro- 
vided to encourage readers to take 
their time over selection. The readers’ 
adviser desk and the card catalogues, 
again specially designed, are centrally 
situated. It is intended to offer a full 
advisory service to readers by char- 
tered librarians at all times. 


Reference library 

The reference library services occupy 
the whole of the first floor and 
the accommodation is increased by 
means of ‘split-level’ planning. 

At the entrance is a photo-electric 
cell apparatus which automatically 
records the number of people using the 
reference services. 

The collection of 2,000 British and 
foreign directories, annuals and 
encyclopedias is sited near the 
entrance so that the noisier traffic of 
quick reference and directory in- 
quiries is dealt with before entering 
the main reference library. 

The main reference library is 
double glazed from floor to ceiling on 
the south side which overlooks Gray’s 
Inn Gardens and Theobalds Road.

Nylon curtains are fitted to these 
windows and operated by a mechanical 
control. 

Alcoves are formed by means of 
three-tier double-sided bookcases at 
15ft centres and in each of the seven 
alcoves are three individual study 
tables, designed by the Borough Archi- 
tect, each with its own lamp. 

In the centre of the room are a 
further 52 individual study tables. The 
area around the desks is carpeted to 
reduce noise. 

The wall shelving, together with 
the island bookcases, accommodates 
10,000 volumes and there is provision 
for 25,000 books in the stack room 
immediately above. 

There are nine special study carrels 
for students engaged in prolonged 
research and all are fitted with tables 
and desk lamp. 


Commercial library 
The commercial library is at a lower 
level in the north-east corner and 
accommodates 24 readers. There are 
3,000 volumes on the open shelves and 
also displayed is a wide selection of 
commercial periodicals, industrial and 
business house magazines, totalling 
105. 

Finally, on this floor, there is a 
local collection room, which includes 
a plan file for the library’s collection 


of prints, water colour drawings, 
photographs and maps. 

A centrally placed counter controls 
all departments of the reference ser- 
vices which afford together a total 
seating capacity of over 120. The 
equipment available to meet public 
requirements includes a microfilm 
reader and a photo-copying machine. 


Gramophone record library 


The gramophone record library on 
the second floor has a selection of 
classical music available to clubs, 
groups and societies meeting within 
the Borough of Holborn. 

It contains some 3,500 records 
(78 r.p.m.), 1,000 long-playing records 
and a nucleus collection of stereo- 
phonic discs. A cubicle is provided so 
that borrowers may try out records 
and to enable the staff to check 
apparent damage. 

There is also a specially designed 
fitting to display the ‘sleeves’ of all 
long-playing records available for loan 
and a collection of books to help 
readers select records and compile 
programmes. 

The remainder of this floor is 
devoted to the administrative offices, 
work-rooms, book-bindery, reference 
library stack room and staff accommo- 
dation

The library hall is on the third floor. 
The hall will seat audiences of up to 
250 people for lectures, meetings of 
the Film Society, etc., but for gramo- 
phone recitals and meetings of smaller 
gatherings requiring a more intimate 
atmosphere, the room can be reduced 
to the required size by the operation of 
a mechanical screen with folding 
wings. This specially designed screen 
is a steel structure, acoustically treated 
on one side. 

The equipment provided includes a 
stereophonic reproducer with a 15in 
speaker built-in on each side of the 
stage, the latest type 16 mm sound 
film projector and a transparency pro- 
jector, housed in the projection room. 

There are also cloakroom facilities, 
a lecturer’s retiring room, and a tea 
bar for use in connection with the 
various activities. The walls flanking 
the hall on the north and south sides 
are completely glazed and fitted with 
french windows leading onto terraces 
which the public may use during 
intervals. 

Also on this floor is the exhibition 
space which is also used as a lounge 
for tose attending functions in the 
hall. ‘here is a permanent display of 
paintings and drawings by Holborn 
artists, forming part of the Picture 
Lending Scheme. 
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The caretaker’s flat is also on this 
floor. 


Construction 


Structure is of reinforced concrete 
except for the library hall on the third 
floor which has structural steel portal 
frames in order to achieve an increased 
span. The front wall is non-loadbear- 
ing and is cantilevered out from the 
first row of internal columns. This 
constructional feature has been the 
means of introducing an interesting 
profile to the ceilings of the rooms on 
each floor. 

All the principal rooms have lino 
floor tiles, plastered walls and acoustic- 
tiled ceilings except for the library 
hall which has a teak block floor. The 
main staircase is lined with ‘Formica’ 
panels and has teak treads. Lift sur- 
rounds are of mahogany. 

There are two lifts and a staircase 
to all floors for public use, an emer- 
gency staircase and two book hoists. 

To meet the changing needs of the 
library service (it has been designed 
to achieve maximum flexibility) par- 
titions are of the demountable type, 
space heating being provided by an 
electrical system embedded in the 
floors thus freeing completely the 
floor space from fixed engineering 
services, radiators and pipes.

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New Furniture 5 
Edited by Gerd Hatje. Alec Tiranti Ltd. £2 18s 6d. 


Tuis latest volume is the fifth in the series of New Furni- 
ture and is a comprehensive international survey of 
examples of design trends of the late fifties. 

Although it includes nearly 400 illustrations, it is full of 
interest from cover to cover, and to those who concern 
themselves in any way with furniture—and indeed to any- 
one who has good design at heart—this book should come 
as a gratifying revelation. 

With the aid of some excellent photographs, the Editor 
has included examples of both custom-built and mass-pro- 
duced furniture of a high quality of design, and it is indica- 
tive of his success to say that the book’s interest never palls, 
for although many examples shown are very similar, nearly 
all are free from “gimmicks” and have that degree of 
honesty which is the basis of good design. The photographs, 
many of which are attractive “designs” in themselves, are 
arranged in a variety of groups that all help to make for 
easy reading, and at no time does the great number of 
photographs seem excessive. 

In a concise introduction the current trends in furniture 
design are lucidly analysed and comparisons are drawn with 
the trends in other design fields, Each section is prefaced 
with a short detailed introduction, and then, apart from 
material description of each example, the illustrations are 
allowed to speak for themselves. This they do, and it is 
interesting to be able to compare directly the works of 
designers of various nationalities working in the same 
medium and trend, because while much of modern design 
is of a universal character, one can still discern in a great 
many of the examples shown the basic regional differences 
of approach, stemming from a difference of temperament 
rather than of location. Also well-emphasized in some detail 
photographs is the manner in which methods of manufac- 
ture have been made to play their part in the final ap- 
pearance. 

Unlike previous editions, this one includes a separate 
section on office furniture, and well illustrates the fact that 
“mass-produced steel office furniture” is no longer a deroga- 
tory expression. Complete as it is, this edition does not 
include anything in the way of fitments for the kitchen, and 
it is to be hoped that the next edition will make up this 
deficit. At a time when a lot of kitchen modernization is 
being done in this country, along more or less standard 
lines, it would be interesting to see other approaches from 
different environments. Patriotically speaking, it is a 
disappointment to find so few examples of British work 
included, but a few moments’ sober reflection shows the 
reader why. The few examples included are well up to the 
international class, but one knows only too well how far 
ahead of most of the rest of British work they are, and it 
is to be hoped that this book will be widely read and studied 
in this country.

Theory and Design in the First Machine Age 
by Reyner Banham. Architectural Press Ltd. 45s. 


AN architect who finds in this book—as all of us will— 
“ideas that he is using every day of his life” had better 
look out: the First Machine Age, typified by the first 
powerful machine in individual control, the motor car, 
started in 1900 and we are already in the Second. Archi- 
tects failed to respond adequately to the First and are now 
failing the Second also. The Introduction is familiar and 
I shall be returning to its theme. 

Far the greater part of the book is, however, the straight 
history of the confused, confusing and (oddly) un- 
documented, but fruitful, turmoil in Europe, 1900-1930. It 
is summarized with great skill, in excellent prose 
homorously written, and with good humour and wit, is 
adequately illustrated and contains more original research 
(I imagine) than Read’s “Concise History of Modern Art”, 
which it resembles in scope and period, suffering, in this 
comparison, only from the relatively leaden subject matter. 
The material cannot be summarized further but it may be 
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useful to list some of the themes which are so brilliantly 
drawn together. 

The Academic theme: Gaudet’s composition by the 
separation of “elements”, transmitted via his pupil Perret to 
Perret’s pupil Le Corbusier. (But not always so, vide 
Marseille). Much later comes true Elementarism—e.g. the 
Schroder House, Utrecht (and notably Connell, Ward and 
Lucas in England)—separating the building elements 
(balconies, cantilevers, etc.) and having a genealogy of 
Futurism and Russian Constructivism. The Rationalist— 
Technical—Pseudo-scientific theme of Choisy who “tended 
to leave his followers standing about waiting for a new struc- 
tural principal like the flying buttress, to impose itself”. The 
pre-1914 War Werkbund, brainchild of a certain Muthesius, 
culture-vulture attached to the German Embassy in 
London to spy on the admired English Free architecture: 
proposing Hegemony of the Architect and combining a 
patriotic export drive with an Arts and Crafts outlook that 
accepted machinery; and the lot with a woolly idea of 
innerste Wesen (“inmost essence”) summed up in this Basic 
German jingle: 

Wer ist weise, wer ist gut? 
Wer nach seinem Wesen tut. 

The pre-1914 Factory Aesthetic of Behrens, Gropius and 
Meyer. Adolf Loos and the abolition of ornament. Italian 
Futurism, of which hereafter. Holland: Berlage and F. L. 
Wright’s influence; de Stijl and its various phases: 
Expressionism (c.f. Mendelsohn’s Einstein Tower) the 
Machine Aesthetic, Objets Types, Constructivism. (Page 188 
has a particularly brilliant passage summarizing Construc- 
tivism in 1922, but it is not until pp. 209-13 that, in L’Esprit 
Nouveau of the same year, the protagonists show signs of 
consistency and, to me, maturity.) The mass-produced 
Work of Art: Duchamps, Mondriaan and later Moholy- 
Nagy who in 1922 “ordered by telephone from a sign 
factory five paintings . . . | had the factory's colour chart 
before me . . . and graph paper . . . the factory supervisor 
had the same kind of paper”. (Even this just begs the 
question—Duchamps is the complete anti-Artist.) Cubism. 
Le Corbusier and the Parisian set-up. Corb’s effort at pre- 
fabrication. Vers une Architecture. The Bauhaus, Learning 
through Doing. Van der Rohe and the birth (1925) of the 
International Style at Weissenhof. Functionalism. 

Unawed, Dr. Banham surveys and orders this breathiess 
prospect and no doubt gets it right. I, reeling, yet wish to 
know if Futurism is now to be fobbed off onto us. 
Marinetti, its jerky founder, immortal for the prophecy 
“We shall not have heaven on earth but... will be 
re-animated and soothed by innumerable festivals of art” 
(James Joll, “Intellectuals in Politics”) and Sant’Elia, its 
“architect”, ignore the economic implications of “expend- 
able” housing, the technical implications of multi-level 
street planning, the planning implications of high buildings 
stepped back at each floor. Were it not for the Futurist 
overtones of many otherwise unconnected artists and 
intellectuals, it would surely be as absurd to credit these 
ebullient, Irredentist, romantics with prefabrication, two- 
level circulation and the Manhattan skyline as Leonardo 
with the telephone, the aeroplane, the tank and the sub- 
marine or Science Fiction with the Sputnik. After all, there 
are fundamentally only three women’s hairstyles, up, down 
and in the middle. Similarly there are only a few ways to 
dispose of buildings and their elements. ; 

Le Corbusier is well known, amongst other things, as 
Reyner Banham’s Aunt Sally. Here Vers une Architecture 
is cleverly, tenderly, debunked: the trick is shown to be 
the juxtaposition of incompatibles in layout and textual 
order. Yet I find myself once more revived by (nearly) 
every Corbian phrase and correspondingly in frequent dis- 
agreement with the commentary. Le Corbusier had, stili has 
perhaps, the capacity for asking himself the right question 
and the architectural equipment to answer it. Out of these 
arise his mastery and enduring originality. 

Reyner Banham doesn’t like the Bauhaus nor do I, Klee 
and Moholy-Nagy emerge as its two great pedagogues and 
from it there branches off one great architect, van der 
Rohe, whose career is touched upon just sufficiently for 
one to glimpse the personal voyage (the Wesentuting?)

which is an artist’s life: the Constructivist glass tower of 
1919, the brick houses of 1923 leading to the Elementarist 
Barcelona Pavilion (1929) and the “sculptural continuum” 
of Weissenhof, a theme which sadly seems to have been 
abandoned. While this book is a history of ideas, the force 
of van der Rohe’s personal development suggests that future 
editions might include notes on a few of the persone 
dramatis. 

Dr. Banham concludes with a section, Functionalisrn and 
Technology, with which, although in it he comes closest 
to stating the purposes of architecture, no architect can 
agree. His philosophy appears baldly in the Architectural 
Review for February, 1960, where he writes: “Architecture, 
indeed, began with the first furs worn by our earliest 
ancestors or with the discovery of fire—it shows a narrowly 
professional frame of mind to refer its beginnings solely 
to the cave or primitive hut”. In the same article the 
“operational lore” applied by architects to all problems is 
blamed for their refusal to accept “technology” when it 
interferes with their preconceptions. That this is nearly 
true, and why, can be seen in a glance at Buckminster 
Fuller's Dymaxion House, illustrated in the book, and at 
the diagram in the article captioned “Airform liberation 
from professional lore”. Both these objects are disimprove- 
ments on normal building, the result of thought blinkered 
by concentration on a few aspects. Architecting resembles 
3-dimensional chess—the Knights sometimes “wild” 

In the last paragraph of his Conclusion Dr. Banham 
suggests that architecture and technology may be 
“incompatible disciplines’—in plain words, different, or 
not the same. But finally he seeks to evade the issue, substi- 
tuting “ technology”, undefined, for “architecture”, robbed 
by the definition above of any meaning; and the sort of 
Futurist environment he appears to want for the variety 
liked by architects of the present tense. May be that what 
he threatens will come about and that numerous, mutated, 
progeny of the libidinous Dymaxion will be preferred to, 
say, Regents Park. This will be our remote successors’ loss 
for it is clear that art does not improve, it only changes.

The Architecture of John Nash 
by Terence Davis. Studio Books. 50s. 


Wuen in 1935 Sir John Summerson brought out his 
biography of Nash it was not very fully illustrated. 
That deficiency has now been remedied, not quite fully 
but none the less most adequately, in Mr. Davis's well-pro- 
duced work, whose text is started by a good sketch of the 
architect's career by Sir John Summerson himself. From its 
numerous photographs, plates, and drawings one gets a 
fuller idea than from any other publication of the large, 
and very varied, total of Nash’s achievement. The record 
is the more valuable because so many of the architect's 
buildings, including the whole of his Regent Street sequence 
and nearly all his Irish country houses, have been swept 
away. To this sad list of destruction yet another must now 
be added, for the thatched dairy at Blaise, Bristol, had its 
roof burnt out in the summer of this year, and although it 
is to be restored the building will, in future, only partially 
be the work of its “rustic-romantic” creator. 


Though Nash was born a Londoner, he certainly had’ 


strong Welsh connections ; one feels at times that in his tem- 
perament, with its blend of gambling, wit, and whimsicality, 
he had much in common with his unquestionably West 
Welsh namesake, Beau Nash the social moulder of 
Georgian Bath. The main portion of Mr. Davis's work, in 
an alteration of illustrations and text, is a well commented 
catalogue raisonée of Nash’s architectural achievements, 
from staid classicism through castellated Gothic to the 
important urban developments in London which certainly 
gave Nash his chief fame but which did not, in all! respects, 
display his very real talents at their best. Where this book 
is at its most valuable is in its revelation of Nash as the 
comparatively unknown architect of villas, minor public 
buildings like the tasteful little Guildhall and Institution at 
Newport, 1.0.W., and of “romantic” cottages like his 
delicious group, of 1811, at Blaise Hamlet. His years of 
residence at Carmarthen were not only a formative in- 
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fluence for Nash's adoption of the “picturesque”, but the 
admirable late Georgian architecture of such Carmarthen 
buildings as its Guildhall could have steered his mind 
towards classic masterpieces in the Mylne-Holland manner 
like Southgate Grove which is surely among the very best 
things that Nash ever did. In his textual passages Mr. Davis 
makes excellent points about the source of Nash’s inspira- 
tion, but I think he may have missed some references which 
seem apparent in the architect's buildings as actually 
erected. Wyatt's hall at Fonthill, for instance, seems to have 
given Nash an idea for his great staircase hall at Ravens- 
worth Castle, while Ely Cathedral’s westwerk, as originally 
built, may have helped him towards the western grouping 
once seen at St. Mary’s, Haggerston. Nor should one under- 
rate the importance of Auguste Charles Pugin, as Nash’s 
assistant, in the production of such Gothic detail as that 
seen at Ravensworth, and in the lovely fan vaults at Shan- 
bally, Co. Tipperary and Longner in Shropshire. 

One small error calls here for correction ; Regency Gothic 
terraces do not exist at Cheltenham.

Mitchell’s Advanced Building Construction : Components, 
Services and Finishes 
Revised by Denzil Nield. B.T. Batsford Ltd. 21s. 


THAT stand-by of the student of the 30's—Mitchell—is 
being given a new lease of life and in the present volume 
Mr. Nield deals with part only of the advanced book on 
non-structural trades. 

Anyone revising an out-of-date book is handicapped 
from the start, Mr. Nield remarks in the preface on the 
difficulty of deciding what to leave in and what can be 
omitted—what new techniques should be brought in and 
what should be left out because they are not as yet improved. 
The merit of the old Mitchell was that, although stolid and 
unimaginative, any construction described was reliable even 
if, in a time of declining standards, somewhat expensive. 

Mr. Nield has drawn upon many publications for this 
revision and some of the chapters are good, as, for instance, 
those on insulation, services (lifts, etc.), electrical work and 
heating. Others are good in parts and change the character 
of the original volume from factual statements to general 
outlines on trades where the student would be well advised 
to study the specialist books referred to in the acknowledge- 
ment, there being no bibliography. 

The penalty resulting from selection, condensation and 
omission is that several strange errors on part facts have 
appeared. In the very good chapter or metals “ductile” is 
said to mean capable of being drawn into wire, ignoring 
extrusion: wrought iron, not steel, is case hardened, 
“hardening” of steel by heating and quenching gives it 
“temper” meaning a higher degree of hardness and elas- 
ticity. There is no description of electro-galvanizing, only 
hot-dip. In joinery, there is no reference under plywoods 
to birch or alder although Finnish sources are mentioned, 
nor to the advantage of these plywoods for painting over 
gaboon which is recommended as a base for veneer, with- 
out stating why. In writing of solid woods insufficient 
emphasis is given to the meaning of moisture content as 
being affected by the humidity of the situation, therefore 
variable and not constant like a chemical change. Douglas 
fir is not a wild grain wood except when tangentially or 
rotary cut, while it would be lamentable in the case of teak 
to limit molds to “simple rounds” because it is hard: any 
client who can afford teak can certainly afford the small 
additional cost of more refined machining necessary for 
richer effect, ignoring for the present the fact that one teak 
is not nearly so aggressive as the other. In Chapter 3 on 
sanitation, etc., on page 141 is the statement that “habitable 
rooms must have windows having total area not less than 
1 /20th of floor area, opening directly into the external air”. 
As there is no reference to 1/10th of floor area this is most 
misleading. On page 143 it is not made clear that a urinal 
is a “soil” fitting, to explain why urinals may not share the 
ventilated lobby shown in the illustration on page 142. As 
to water from wells, the simple distinction between “deep” 
wells, which may be shallow, and “shallow” wells, which 
may be deep, is not at all clear, these terms not in fact

being used. I also note with regret that in the drawing on 
page 165 the middle layer of subsoil is described as a “porous 
strata”. Otherwise this is quite a good chapter. 

On drainage the BRS Digests are quoted together with 
Codes of Practice and here, too, reference should be made 
to the originals for details. The maximum and minimum 
slopes for single-stack plumbing are not given and bolted- 
on covers to channels only appear in references to suspended 
drainage. Page 226 shows an indirect cylinder which is 
described as a calorifier and, as to gas sink heaters it is 
said that only the storage type need no flue. On efficiencies 
of solid fuel boilers the manufacturers’ quoted outputs are 
accepted, there being no reference to the Coal Utilization 
Council’s ratings which are usually much lower but this 
section is good in the main and includes a very useful 
section on steam installations. 

Floor finishes are very fully treated in Chapter 7, much 
of the information apparently having come from official 
sources but I would have welcomed a recommendation that 
fixing fillets in unventilated air spaces should be impreg- 
nated. Wall and ceiling finishes are well treated as to 
plasters and wallboards but I query the statement that 
asbestos-cement sheets are fire-resisting—to the LCC at 
least! The characteristics of the main types of wallboards 
as to weight, surface, fire-resistance and decoration are 
helpful. The outline in Chapter 10 of decorative finishes 
is also useful but here also I would have liked just a little 
more. Aluminium primers are not adequately dealt with, 
especially flake aluminium and there is nothing about 
chlorinated rubber paints or paints sold for decorating con- 
crete and rendering other than primer. “Claircolle’”—out- 
moded now perhaps—is also missing. On paint technique 
I could have accepted a fuller description than that “Wood- 
work is usually painted with the grain”! The proper treat- 
ment of new wood is not well handled, at least as to 
supervision on site. 

Glass and glazing are described in Chapter 11 and again 
the outline is quite good. The availability of continental 
jin drawn clear sheet is understandably not mentioned 
while I frankly do not believe that linseed oil putty “sets 
by timber soaking up linseed oil content”. The necessary 
priming to prevent too much soaking up is not specifically 
referred to nor the fact that painting seals the surface to 
prevent excessive drying out to the air. 

Mr. Nield has had a difficult task but has provided a book 
which gives the elements and occasionally much of the 
detail of trades and services necessary to the student in 
427 pages, readably presented and with very clear line 
drawing illustrations, from which it will be apparent that 
the price of 21s is by no means high. Glancing through the 
index enables one to appreciate the wide range of subjects 
he has had to include and the labour needed to gather his 
information.

The Provincial and Country Builders Price Book, 1960 
by G. H. Griffiths. £2 15s. 


Tue work of the small type of builder is relatively simple 
and has not been seriously changed in recent years. He 
nevertheless performs a function of the utmost importance. 
In every town or village there is at least one builder to carry 
out essential repairs and conversions and erect the smaller 
type of new structure. 


The Provincial and Country Builders Price Book is- 


designed to aid the smaller builder in one of his major tasks, 
calculating ‘What will it cost’. The trial and error process is 
common to all of us for all problems, but the successful 
builder adopts a method of estimating which will arrive at 
the price for the job with some accuracy. It is here that this 
book can be of considerable assistance and inevitably help 
to reduce time spent on estimating by providing a valued 
second opinion. 

The main portion provides a schedule of prices, all of 
which are constantly in demand by the builder who deals 
with work of moderate size and character, followed by a 
smaller section giving prices for alterations, conversions and 
repair work. 

The prices given are reasonable ones, and allow a small 
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tolerance where the work comes within the range defined 
in the directions. 

In this 6th edition—1960—the rates have been adjusted 
to cover the increase in costs of labour and materials which 
have occurred during the last 12 months. As previously, 
the major building trades have been dealt with most 
adequately, and the policy of introducing new items and 
improvements in the presentation of previous ones con- 
tinued, especially in the sections for Excavator (which has 
been considerably enlarged and includes such items as Ultra 
Rapid Hardening concrete in floors and beams, Precast 
duct covers, and new sections for Paths and Carriage Ways, 
Hollow tile floors, and Precast concrete structures), The 
Bricklayer (now includes sections for Reconstructed Stone 
and Exposed aggregate cladding slabs) and Steelwork (now 
includes basic rates for Steel framed buildings, Tubular 
steel roof frames and partitions), and in the Alterations and 
Conversion section rates for underpinning have been added. 

The setting out of this 6th edition has been greatly im- 
proved with the use of additional sub-headings, reference 
being a simple matter. 

It is anticipated that the price book will prove of interest 
and assistance to all who need to be aquainted with the 
current cost of building work, The presentation is first class 
and the information has been assembled in a clear, concise 
manner. Where the contents are used with discretion sup- 
ported by the readers’ own experience, The Provincial and 
Country Builders Price Book must prove to be invaluable.

A Building Firm Steps Out

“Go forward—or die” is the challenge which many small 
and medium-sized building firms are meeting today when 
competition grows keener and the need to reorganize and 
mechanize become essential. 

In “A Building Firm Steps Out” the growing pains 
experienced by just such a firm, A. Head Limited, are set 
out in engaging narrative style by Mr. Cecil A. Francis, 
head of the Building Advisory Service. The trials and 
problems inherent in establishing a costing and estimating 
machinery, to say nothing of an Incentives system, make 
a story which should interest every master builder, as well 
as the senior executive members of his staff and the build- 
ing and trades foremen. 

The book, which is a reprint of articles which appeared 
earlier this year in “The Builder”, is amusingly illustrated 
with drawings by John Rae. 


Town Planning in the USSR 


by Vlasov and Others. Society for Cultural Relations with the 
USSR. 3s. 


Tuts is a cyclostyled document of 35 pages containing 
translations of some recent articles on planning in Russia. 
Much of it consists of propaganda and generalizations 
of little technical interest. Soviet planning seems to 
face the same basic problems as elsewhere. Towns are 
tending to grow too large; more open spaces are needed ; 
densities are too low over much of the built-up area ; motor 
traffic is becoming an increasing problem ; improved public 
transport is needed and, in common with many European 
towns, this is mainly taking the form of new underground 
railways. 

It is apparently intended to continue publishing these 
digests, and it may well be that Russia, with its public 
ownership of land and national resources, will eventually 
be able to teach us lessons in planning technique. So the 
series is worth watching.

Gas-fired Incinerator (C) 


The Victor gas-fired incinerator has 
been produced for reducing either 
wet or dry combustible waste material 
to ash.
